Chapter l — General and Political. 


1. Situation, Koundary, Area, Population, Revenue ami Tribute,— The 

State of Bharatpur 1 'Vs in the North East, of Rajpntana between latitude 2G'43" 
and 27'bO" and longitude 76'54" and 77* IS", the extreme length and breadth being 
7(! and 4S miles respectively. 

The State is divided North and South almost in two equal parts by the 
narrow gauge line of the Kailway which passes East and West in a straight line. 

• The Nag da Muttra Uni! way, a broad gauge section of the B. B. & C. I. Railway, 
including the Bayana Agra .Kail way crosses the narrow gauge at Bharatpur and 
runs for about (38*, ■ t miles in State territory. The State is hounded on the North 
by the Gurgaon District of the Punjab, on the West by Alwar State, on the 
South-West by Jaipur, ivarauli and Dhoipur States and on the East by the Agra 
and Muttra Districts of the United Provinces*. The General aspect of the State 
is that of an alluvial plain, fairly well wooded and cultivated, with detached hills 
in the North and hilly and broken districts in the South and low ranges in parts 
of the Western and North Eastern frontiers. The State covers an area of about 
1993 square miles and has a population of -l.8G.9Vl- according to the Census of 

The normal Revenue of the State during the year was •2-l.tG.720 as against 
25.03.940 last year The Srate pays no tribute to the British < iovernment or to 
any oilier State.

7. Mr. R. L. Batra has been the Revenue Member throughout the year, 
and his chargo has consisted of the following departments besides Land. Revenue 
proper:—

8. Land Revenue. The division of the State in circles and Tehsils has 
continued unaltered and there have been two Circles and ‘6 Tehsils with 4 Sub- 
Tchsils. 

The chargcof Dig Circle lias been held by Pt. Moti Ram and that of Bharatpur 
Circle by L. Biliari Lai up to the 16th .January, 1931. He "was then succeeded 
by Kr. Baghubar Singh, B. A. 

General, The assessment proposals were, at the request of tho Darbar, 
tested by Mr. C. A. H. Townsend, C. I. E., Financial Commissioner, and were 
generally approved ol by him. In view of the great drop ill prices be, however, 
recommended tlmt tlie old demand after dno re-adjustment should bo continued 
for another five years. His recommendations have received the approval of the 
Government of India. 

Tho total Khalsa land revenue demand of the State announced at the time 
of the First Regular Settlement was R& 21,38,638 involvihg an increase of 13% 
over the old demand. The maximum demand was reached after progressive 'en- 
hancement for 5 years in the year 1905-06. Tlie full demand has always been 
paid with ease in normal years inspite of the serions decline of Ruparail Sairaba 
in Northern tehsils and tho havoc wrought by the floods of 192-1 in Nadbai, Bay ana, 
Voir, Bharatpur and Rupbas. The year under report is from the point of 

vtnxv of produce on the whole somewhat better than tho last two consecutive bad 
years. 



9. Rainfall. The condition of the crops harvested _ in the year under 
report depended on the rainfall from 1st April, 1930 to 31st March, 1931. The } 
following amount of rai'nfaUwa's received in the various tohsils during the above 
period.’ The tptal rainfall during the preceding year is given in the last column... 
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■The total of the Cfommana months— June to September, has been given 
separately because rainfall during these months determines the character of the 
Ktinrif .crops, .the rainfall. during the last of the above months is' of importance 
for the timely .so.wing of the crops. 

Dig received the highest and Bharalpur received the lowest rainfall. The 

average dpr , the whole .State was-25‘87" as against. 13' 49” in tlie preceding year.

10. Crops. The two .main crops of the State are ffliarif and Mabi. The 
.former is harvested in October-Novemher and. tho . latter in March-April. Tlie 
ligurc-s shown in Statement No. 2 give the total cultivated, sown and matured 
area with percentages of the sown' on the cultivate^ and matured on the sown 
area for. tho year under report and the preceding four years. " ’ 

•Klinrif Crops. There was little rain.in April and May 1930. Early cotton 
could not be sown. Tho increase in the cultivated area was due to well distribu- 
ted rainfall. The Khnrif produce wa* nearly .average and bettor than in the, 
previous year. 

Rain Crops. Although the rainfall in tho months of September and Octo- 
ber was not. sufficient, the Kabi sown area was also larger than the one in th° 
preceding year hut “SarshaiF was attacked by an insect called Cbrmpn and failed 
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miserably. Other crops were also somewhat damaged by adverse winds. 

Crop Movement. The principal Kharif crops are cotton, Bajra and Jotcar 
while those of Ktbi are wheat, barley, gram, mixtures of the foregoing three, and 
“xuis/iafi". The figures given in Statement No. 8 sl)Ow the matured area under 
these during the year under report as well as that during the preceding 4 years. 
The matured aroa for tho -AW/' crop was below average duo to failure of Sarnhuji 
and excessive cold and high winds, which damaged other crops.

Remissions. The amount remitted consisted of tho water rate of tho area 
which had not received irrigation for three years in succession and Rs. 210 were 
remitted in Bharatpur Tehsil duo to the area having been flooded. 


Suspensions. Having in view tho fact that the crops had failed and the 
produce was ordinary, liberal suspensions suited to the particular needs of each 
village were granted. The fixed demand was therefore made as elastic as possible. 

Collections. The work of collections was like last year carried out through 
the Lumberdar agency assisted by the Revenue Stall'. The suitability of the de- 
mand can bo judged from tho fact that of the proposed demand 99 per cent was 
actually realised. No coercive processes were resorted to. The budgetted in- 
come was Rs. 19,40,365 and Rs. 20,12,900 were realised. 

12. Relief Measures. The embargo placed on the- export of food grains 
was first raised with respect to the Kharif food grains and then Rabi as well; 
that on fodder was, however, continued. 

13. Taccavi. The new rules for disbursment of Taceari in cash and in 
kind worked well and have been much appreciated by the Zimindars. Taccavi 
for seed and wells was disbursed by the Deputy Collector in consultation with 
the Taccavi Committees consisting of retired Zimimlnn , Indian Military Officers 
and other respectable land owners. Tamin' f or bullocks and other purposes was 
disbursed under the orders of the Revenue Member. The total amount advanced 
during the year for various purposes has been Rs. 78,007 as detailed below:—

IS. Irricjaiion The total area irrigated from Blinds and can ah during /he 
year under report was 3,31,549 high is as against 1,49,495' bighas in tho preceding 
Vear. The increase in the irrigated area during tlie year under report is princi- 
pally due to an extraordinarily lucky flood in the Eupnrnil and also due to 
good rainfall which helped the other bunds. Separate water rates were realised 
Vn 81.610 bighas and amounted to Es.S3.GG5 as against Es. 42,099 realised last year. 
The remaining area was either Sliamal Jama or the Sairaba bad extended to areas 
on which no Jama was due. 

in addition to the above 4,341 bighas ,as against 4,239 bighas received nri- 
gation from ea nil's of Muttra and Agra. The water rate realised for this area 
was Es.

843 files have 
been dealt v ith by the Revenue Member. This work is very important and is 
likely to increase with the progress of colonization. In order also to facilitate 
sale of lands, regular monthly auctions by' Deputy Collectors at. Head Quarters of 
the Telisils have been prescribed. 
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■ 22. Economic condition of zimindars. The economic condition of 
•Zimindars is fai’ from satisfactory. Their daily increasing indebt educes does not 
allow them to free themselves from the money-lenders. All possible efforts are 
boinpf made to alleviate their lot. 

v 

The following measures adopted during the year under report deserve 
special mention. 

1. Co-operative Credit movement lias been re-organised. 

2. Suitable remissions and suspensions of the land revenue demand have 

been given. 

3. In order to enable as many proprietors owing arrears, to retain their 

lands, action against them was deferred till the scheme for tho dis- 
posal of the arrears was sanctioned by the Government of India. 

I. Mortgage ^Redemption Act was passed enabling Zimindars to redeem 
mortgages within certain limits by a summary procedure. 

5. Sale of ploughing Cattle to money lenders in satisfaction of money 
debts was prohibited. 

' (>. The Usurious Loans Act was enforced to enable the Courts to save 
Zimindars from unusually heavy rates of interest. 

2d. Orij|iiml case work. Statement No. 4. shows statistics as regards 
institution and disposal of land suits by t.hc Deputy Collectors and tho Tehsildars. 
Tho opening balance was 51. 315 cases were instituted as against 334 during the 
preceding year. Out of the total number of 3GG requiring disposal, 305 were 
decided, leaving a balance of <51 only. This is very satisfactory. 

'24. Execution ProeecilSnijs. Statement No. 5 shows the result with 
regard to execution proceedings in the Courts of tho above officers. The total 
number for disposal was SI ns against. 91 of the preceding year. Out of these (11 
were disposed of as against 74, thus leaving a balance of 23 ns against 17. 

25. General. The work of the Courts referred to above has shown consi- 
derable despatch during the year under report. Periodical returns of institutions 
and disposals and monthly inspections of tho work of the ahalmads have contri- 
buted a good deal to this improvement. In last year’s report a reference was 
made to the fact that owing to the ignorance of litigants and lack of qualified 
legal practitioners in mu 1'iwsil Courts, eases have more often than not been found 
to have been dealt with in a patehv manner. In some cases, even the evidence 
which could be had from the Revenue records was not availed of. Jn order to 
remove these defects, and for preparing certified extracts from records, a sperm] 
ICaitungo for Loth the Circles has been sanctioned. It is hoped that tin's will help ■ 
both litigants and Revenue Officers.

The increase in expenditure is due to the fact that in addition to the other 
miscellaneous expenditure the Assistant Superintendent was paid for the 
whole year. 

30. Octroi. The octroi duty levied by the various local bodies is collected 
by the Customs department. Rs. 24.^75-5-0 were collected on behalf of Bharatpur, 
and Rs. 9.422-12-2 on behalf of the Dig ^Municipality respectively. The stall' 
employed for the collection is paid for by these bodies. Formerly commission 
was paid to the Customs Department, at the rate of G% on the amount, actually 
collected, hut this system was discontinued. The total amount, collected for 
Boards has been Rs. 8.58^-9-G against Rs. S.I25-I--(i last year. 

31. Slivi Girraj Ganslmln. The Customs department collects duos for 
the Gaushalrt at the rate of one anna per rupee of the Octroi duty which it, 
collects. The total income under tins head during the year under report amount- 
ed to Rs. 2.555-0 against Rs. 2.587-12 Inst year. 

Mr. S. K. Kaul lias continued to 
act ns an Adviser to the Gardens during the year under report.

Certain pro- 
ducts like lac, wheat, barley, cotton, etc. are still in stock and will be sold when 
circumstances are favourable.

Gemim*tniUim*, Demonstrations of improved implements were given at 
Bharatpur and Deeg Cattle Fairs. The following new implements were intro- 
luoed from Indore Institute. Bukharas G; Darn I; Ploughs 4. 

The Institute was also invited to make demostrations of agricultural imple- 
ments etc. at tho Shri Jaswant Cattle Fair and Exhibition. The show at the 
exhibition of Agricultural films was a great success. 

Improved Seeds. The Zimindars have now taken up the sowing of S A. wheat, 
the advantages of which have been realised. 

34. AjjpicuUisvnl Exhibition. On the oceassion of the Jaswant Cattle Fair 
and Exhibition, in October 1931. an agricultural exhibition was organised. It 
consisted of two sections (1) Demonstration section, (2) Exhibition section. In 
the demonstration section, all sorts of implements, improved seeds, parasites of 
wheat, oats and barley plants, modern manure pits and modern sanitary dwell- 
ings were exhibited. About 70.000 visited the show. A ploughing competition 
of modern and local ploughs was also held. The Judging was done by Mr. F.K. 
Jackson, Director of Plant Institute, Indore. Prizes aggregating to Bs. 400 were 
awarded mostly in the shape of improved implements. 

The foundation of an Agricultural Association was also laid and a meeting 
of tho leading zimindars was held during tho exhibition under tho Chairmanship 
of tho President, of the Council of State. 

General. The Department lias been handienpped for want of a fully qualifi- 
ed officer ineliarge. Tnsnite of this, all possible efforts have been made. It is 
hoped that in the next year a fully qualified officer will be engaged.

Tho 
incidence of debt is Es. 2,326 per ‘member. 

Central The Societies in' the .State are generally of the rural type with 
unlimited liability, Tho first, and tho foremost important stop aftertho re-orga- 
nisation of the staff, was to see that the money was advanced only to those socie- 
ties which had 1 boon • registered in accordance with tho bye-la ws in force 
fpr the time boipg. Ip was found that almost all . tho societies had not .boon 
audited for several years and their records were hopelessly incomplete. A regular 
audit- system has been introduced and 178 Societies have been audited. Bye-law 
‘28 of the Cooperative Credit Societies, Bharatpur, has boon amended and-limits 
of ’loans with suitable torms-have been prescribed -both for productive and non- 
productive objects. There is a good deal yet to bo done.

February 1931. 

Original Criminal : — The total number of offences reported to and dealt by 
the various Judicial courts of the State during the year under report was 2,771 
against 3,047 in the previous year. Of the 2,771 cases, 860 were challaned by the 
Police and 1911 wero instituted on complaints. 

The number of persons tried was 7803 against 10349 during the previous 
'year. Out of these, 1864 persons wee convicted, 3432 acquitted, 1815 discharged, 

■ 79 committed to Sessions and 459 died or otherwise disposed of. The number of 
persons, remaining under trial at the end of the year under report was 654. 

The number of acquittals and discharges during the year under report 
„ was 5247. 

Criminal Appeals : — The total number of appeals filed during the year in the 
various courts was 260. Sentences were confirmed in 135, modified in 68, reversed 
or quashed in 45, further enquiry ordered in 5. 3 cases were referred to the higher 
court, and none of them was summarily rejected. The number of cases remaining 
undisposed of at the end of the year was 14. 

Application* far revision in Criminal cases. 192 applications for revision were 
presented to the courts of tlie Sessions Judge and the Nazims. Of these 8 were 
rejected summarily, in 124 the judgments of the lower courts were uphold, pro- 
ceedings were quashed in 5, in 9 the orders of the lower courts were reversed, in 
8 they were modified, and in 13 further enquiry was ordered, while 10 were refer- 
red to the court of the Judicial Member for orders, leaving 15 cases pending 
at the end of the year. To the 10 cases, may be added 193 applications or cases 
for revision, which were presented to the Judicial Member direct or otherwise 
came to his notice, making a total of 203 as against 253 in the previous year. 
Out of the 203 applications, 86 were smnmarily rejected, in 60 the judgments of 
the lower courts were upheld, in 31 reversed, fresh enquiry ordered in 11 cases 
‘ leaving 15 cases pending at the end of the year. 

Civil Original. 2437 cases were instituted during the year under report 
against 2552 in tlie previous year. The number of cases pending at the close of 
the last year w r ns 293. Thus there were altogether 2730 cases for disposal during 
the year, of which 2517 were disposed of, leaving a balance of 213 pending at tho 
eloso of the year. Out of the 2517 cases disposed of 322 were decided expar to.

There Ava's thus an excess over budget of income normal and abnormal Avliilo 
expenditure Avas less than budget grant though no really essential Avork Avas 
neglected. 


(A) Irrigation, Es. 1,10.985 Avere spent on irrigation works against. 
Es. 1,40.000 budgetted. Extensive repairs to works Avere carried out. No original 
Avorks were done. The result of Hie irrigation Avorks for 1929-30 have been dealt 
Avith in detail in the Annual Irrigation Report. In 1929-30, 1,53,466 bighas Avere 
irrigated and Es. 92,555 realized ' in Avater taxes. The report for 1930-31, will he 
prepared when figures of areas irrigated arc available after the present Eabi. 

The monsoon of 1931 Avas not faAunirable from the point of -view of irriga- 
tion as rain Avas scanty and fell in light showers. Few bunds Avero filled and the 
river floods Avere exceptionally Ioav. The bunds and canals are in good order. 
The Sikri canals Avere greatly impro\ r cd and Uchain , canal system Avas almost 
completely repaired. 

Tavo important projects are under consideration: — 

(i) A canal from tho main Agra canal at mile 69 to feed bunds noar Dig 

and Kumlier in S he monsoon, *nd irrigate about 20,000 bighas. 

(ii) The ithfuiva bund on the G&mbhir rh*er to irrigate about 10.000 

Ijighas. 

(c) Roach ; — There arc 185 miles of metalled roads in the State of which 
136 1 / 1 are maintained. The Fatehpur Sikri Eoad 9 miles and 4 1 ! i miles of road 
in Civil lines have been abandoned. The Jaipur Eoad 35 Vs miles is not main- 
tained by tho’Statc hut proposals for a, grant from the Central Eoad Fund for 
its re-construction as a fair weather road are under consideration by the Govern- 
ment of India. 
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103 Vi miles of fair weallier road are maintained. 18 miles of roads were 
ro-metalled during the year and ofclior repairs carried out. 

Rs. 69,110 out of a budget, allotment of Es. 01,000 were spent on roads. 
Expenditure was curtailed in accordance with orders. Out of flic former sum 
Rs. 05,-170 approximately were spent on metalled reads or Es 545 per mile of 
Pacca road maintained and Es. 5,031 on Knciieha roads. All important metalled 
roads arc in good order. 

(d) Building*: — Es. 4,103 were spent on original buildings and Es. 00,305 
on repairs, total expenditure Es. 70.403 against Es. 74,000 budget tod. Building 
operations were confined to repairs necessary to keep existing buildings in reason- 
able order, and to provide only the most necessary extensions and improvements' 
The buildings on the whole are in fair order. Many desirable building works, 
especially provision of new sayar posts, bad to be postponed on account of lack 
of funds. 

5(5. .‘Uccliaincal Branch. (»i) Power //<«*<-. — The working of the Power 
House was satisfactory, t hero being no interruption of supply of any conse- 
quence during the year. The Power House gave a continuous 24 hour supply 
throughout the year for the first time since its establishment in 1922. Satis- 
factory supply wn* given to the B. B. & C. T. Railway for lighting Bharatpur 
Station and for pumping. This supply yielded a revenue of Its. 8,01S a consi- 
derable addition to the revenue. The plant is in good order but the. 50. H. P. 
engine is now getting old and may have to he replaced within a few yonrs. The 
work of replacing old wooden transmission poles by steel poles was continued 
as far as funds permitted. Much however remains to bo dono especially in the 
City. 

During the year 1G new meters were connected and 51 flat rate connections 
were given. 5 Meters and 31 flat, rate connections were disconnected. 3 now 
mills totalling 25 II. P. were connected. 

The total income during the year was Es. 44,572 and the expenditure 
Rs. 39,009 against Es. 3S,035 and 39,395 budget, ted. Es. 4,50G Wcro spent on 
Transmission Lines under Abnormal against Es. 5,000 bndgetted. Graph I. 
shows the comparative figures for the past 3 years.

The total out-turn (sales) of stone during the year 
was 2,80,804 mds. sand stone and 63,094 sft. fioorfng stones. 78,900 eft. Khandas 
were granted free of Royalty to Zamiiulars for constructing irrigation wells and 
charitable buildings. Practically the whole out-turn for the year was sold. 
Bareta Quarries for the first time since their origin yielded 9,912 Mils, of white 
stone.
